down. Ev idences of these and the 
ex tent of his serv ices are shown in 
his personal effects— one of which 
is a tag (fa m ilia r to all bombardiers) 
filled out in his own 
handwriting, 
carry ing this information, “ J uly 26, 
19 4 4— Vienna — >5-1000 
(meaning 
bombs) 
7 hrs. No. 1 & 
2— Spach 
(meaning the p ilot)” The ta g is the 
kind all bombardiers handle as they 
pull the pin from the bomb release. 
This mission ov er Vienna was so ef­ 
fectiv e and dangerous tha t the group 
of Liberators was cited for its “ de­ 
termination and outstanding profes­ 
sional skill.” 
On Aug. 2, 19 44, Bombardier Ad­ 
ams and his crew left the Foggia, 
Italy , Air Base to bomb Genoa which 
is across the peninsula and north of 
Corsica. 
They probably went west 
to Corsica and turned north to Ge­ 
noa. Warren was not fly ing with his 
regular crew but as a fill-in. The 
pl.ine had been repaired, one new 
wing, and ev ery thing s e e m e d in 
shape till near the ta rget, they dis­ 
cov ered oil leaking. Soon they left 
formation, v eering to the left to cir­ 
cle back to Corsica, but the four 
engines w ent out of commission and 
they headed for the Italian main­ 
land, near La Spezia, but the ship 
was losing altitude so fa st the order 
came to bail out. It wa s perhaps 
then about ten miles or so out, when 
some may hav e bailed out, while the 
four who were sav ed and were the 
last out, got close enough to land to 
swim ashore, but only a fter hours of 
toil. One man, swimming, was shot 
by the Germans from the shore. One

crashed on land and was taken pris­ 
oner into La Spezia. 
Four men got back to America, 
one was known to hav e been shot, 
and fiv e were nev er heard from. The 
lost w’ere Lt. Adams, H a m lin; Lt.

The v arious letters from the 
men, and letters from the bereav ed 
ones, hav e helped to throw light on 
what happened to Warren. Ev ery ­ 
thing emphasizes the point tha t a 
fine character has paid the price for 
the v ictory that we now enjoy .
